Claim 3 (original) The liquid cleaning composition of claim 1 , wherein said average particle size of 
said absorbent particulate is from about 10 to about 105 microns. 

Claim 4 (original) The liquid cleaning composition of claim 1, wherein said average particle size of 
said absorbent particulate is from about 35 to about 105 microns. 
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Claim 5 (original) The liquid cleaning composition of claim 1 , wherein said absorbent particulate is 
urea formaldehyde polymeric material.
